I.  Towards  Germany  and  Italy. 

When  it  is  recognized  that  the  Japanese-Americsn 
negotiation  comes  to  an  end  and  warfare  is  inevitable 
(imagined  to  be  after  November  25*  probably),  v/e  inform 
Germany  (Italy),  without  delay,  Japan  has  an  intention 
to  open  hostilities  against  the  U.S.A.  end  Britain  before 
long  as  soon  as  tve  preparation  will  be  completed  and 
being  a  part  of  the  preparation,  v/e  negotiate  on  tve  following 
items: 

A.  Germany' s  (Italy's)  participation  in  tve  war 
against  the  U,3 ,A« 

B.  Non-separate  peace  raking. 

Note:  In  case  w’en  Germany  demands  Japan's 
participation  in  the  war  against  Soviet,  v/e  answer 
Japan  cannot  do  it  for  the  present.  Even  if  the 
Germany's  participation  in  the  war,  because  of  it, 
would  be  postponed,  it  cannot  be  helped. 

II.  Towards  Brits  in 

We  take  measures  previously  so  as  tc  get  Britain  to 
accept  and  to  cooperate  positively  tve  subjects  concerned 
to  Britain  in  the  understanding  wvic’"  is  tre  fruit  of  the 
negotiation  with  America.  V/e  will  not  adopt  any  otver 
diplomatic  schemes  purposely  to  keep  t> e  intention  in 
secret. 

III.  Towards  Dutcv  Indies 

In  order  to  vide  and  camouflage  our  Intention,  we 
shall  open  tve  diplomatic  negotiation  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  with  her  one  by  one,  after  tve  manner  of 
continuing  the  former  negotiation,  principally  aiming  at 
tve  supply  df  necessary  materials  for  t’-e  Empire. 
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IV.  Towards  t’  e  Soviet  Union.. 

We  continue  tve  negotiation  founded-  on  f-e  clause.  .  . - 

No.  1  of  tve  "Principle  of  neiotiation  v/itv  t>-e  Soviet 
Union"  decided  c.t  tie  liaison  ■ :  :ni  jrcnce  between  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  tve  Imperial  Peadquarvers  on  August  4,  1941. 

V .  Toy/8  rd  s  Tva  ila  nd  <■ 

A.  V/e  request,  srd  get  it  ho  admit  quickly  t^e  follcv/- 
ing  just  bci  re  dispatcrii  '  troops. 

Even  If  ,v  a.  1.1  and  does  not  consent  it,  the  troops 
stall  be  dispatched  as  proa;  ranged*  Fowavei  .  v/e 
avoid  wit>  ci^  our  r.igvt  the  outbreak  of  hostile 
activities  between  Jap:  n  and  Thailand. 

1.  Passage  of  tve  Japanese  military  forces  and 
affording  facilities  for  it. 

2.  Instant  execution  of  measures  to  avoid  con¬ 
flicts  between  soldiers  of  both  countries  on 
tte  occasion  of  the  passage  of  tl  e  Japanese 
forces . 

3.  Conclusion  of  a  joint  defense  pact,  if  she 
topes. 

Notes  Before  t1  r  said  negotiation  is  begun, 
ttc-re  must  not  be  any  peculiar  change 
(in  our  attitude  towards  Thailand)  t’-an 
usual,  ana  we  should  pay  attention  to 
’  ide  tte  intention  of  opening  a  war. 

B.  Soon  after  tve  dispatcv  of  t'  e  Japanese  military 
forces,  wc  make  arrangements  of  r  concrete  nature  in 
that  place  in  regards  to  the  following  items: 

1.  Concerning  tie  or  s sage  and  occupation  of 
tve  Japanese  forces. 

2.  Offering  for  t’-e  use  of  tve  Japanese  forces, 
new  construction  and  strengt> ening  of  tte  mili¬ 
tary  establishments. 
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3.  To  furnish  tve  necessary  conmuni option 
rnd  transportation  measures  end  fpctory 
establishments . 

4.  Billets  anc,  supplies  for  tve  militery 
forces  passing  rnc  strtioning. 

5»  To  give  e  lorn  for  tve  necessary  mili¬ 
tary  expense. 

Note:  In  order  to  make  tvose  negotiations 
favorable,  at  tvc  negotiation  of 
Item  Nos.  1  and  2,  v/e  will  promise 
to  respect  ’-er  sovereignty  and  ter¬ 
ritory  and,  further,  v/e  will  suggest 
in  the  effect  tvPt  "according  to  ver 
attitude,  v/e  will  consider  to  give  a 
portion  of  Burma  or  Malay  to  her  in 
the  future". 

VI.  Tov/ards  C'  in? 

Paying  attention  to  the  securing  of  the  Japanese  syn¬ 
thetic  war  Dower  with  which  v;e  must  prepare  t’-e  long  world 
war,  avoiding  consumption  of  national  energy  and  taking 
pr  ec^utiens  against  dii.  inution  of  military  forces  in  the 
future,  we  take  tve  following  repsures: 

A.  To  clear  away  the  armed  forces  of  tue  U.  S.  and 
Britain  out  of  C’'ina. 

B.  To  secure  the  hostile  concessions  in  Cvina  (includ¬ 
ing  f'e  Peking  Legation  area)  and  the  important  rights 
and  interests  (customs,  mines,  etc.)  of  the  hostile, 
countries  under  our  power ,  materially.  But  we  must 

be  erreful  to  dir.  inish  as  far  a.s  possible  our  personal 
rnd  material  burdens. 

Note:  T’-ough  we  clear  up  t’^e  hostile  forces  out  of 
tve  Con  on  Concessions  and  Peking  Legation 
area  and  take  t’-em  under  our  real  cower,  thev 
contain  interests  v/hich  belong  to  the  friendly 
countries,  and  so  v/e  7/ill  not  take  such  a 
measure  as  to  occupy  them. 
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C.  T^e  commencement  of  tvc  above  measures  s^cll  be 
postponed  until  after  we  open  the  wr r  against  t^e 
U.  S.  nnd  Eritnin,  for  the  purpose  of  not  exposing 
our  intention. 

D.  The  motion  of  belligerent  rights  against  C^ung- 
leing  s’ ell  not  be  telcen  in  sue'1  e  spccir.l  nrnner  as 
to  declrre  it,  but  we  sv?ll  gain  its  reel  effect 
materially  by  beginning  war  rgrinst  the  U.  S.  and 
Britain. 

E.  Even  vostilc  countries’  rights  end  interests 
which  ere  concerned  with  the  NarJ.ona.l  Government 
s^cll  be  secured  under  our  power,  for  the  present, 
recording  to  our  necessity,  end  measures  to  arrange 
their  interests  s^all  be  t~kcn  on  mother  occasion. 

F.  Through  measures  to  induce  and  accelerate  rs 
strong  c.s  possible.  tve  activities  of  influence  of 
the  Chinese  in  the  occupied  rrer. ,  and  endeavoring 
to  grin  tve  people's  feeling  in  cooperating  with 
Japm  and  Cvina.  We  will  realize  gradually  pr.rtirl 
pcac(,  district  by  district  beginning  from  tuc 
possible  area. 

G.  As  for  the  economical  relations  to  China,  we 
attacv  importance  in  gaining  goods  from  t^c  unoccupied 
®rcr  and  we  adjust  reasonably  the  existing  various 
controls.

5.  We  shell  mrkc  r  portion  of  Dutcv  Indies  independent 
rnd  secure  the  necessrry  portions  for  tvc  Lmpirc. 

6.  We  s’-rll  mr kc  Burmr  independent  r.nd  stimulate  rnd 
rssist  tuc  independence  movement  of  Indir. 

7.  We  s’^n  support  the  restoration  of  Tbeilond's  lost 
teriitoiics  from  Britain.  (As  for  French  Indo-C'irr,  we 
shrll  mrint-in  t'c  present  conditions.) 

8.  We  shrll  not  restrain  tvc  people's  life  in  the  occupied 
r.rtr.  -rnd  keep  strictly  the  policy  not  to  interfere  in  its 
internrl  rdninistrr tion. 
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9*  V/hen  a  suitable  time  arrives
